I will now proceed to the consiilera'ion of 
tlia questions) which, at the present, more bn- 
Diqduitely occupy the serious attention of the 
people of this Slate. In the history of the ! 
wor!;l there cannot be found a nation which, ; 
in any period of its existence, had todeal with 
more merged and difficult questions than those 
brought upon us by the effects of the desola- j 
ting war through which we have just passed. 
Jt becomes us to consider these questions dis- 
passionately, earnestly, and free from party 
prejudices. Wo should seek to know the 
truth, avoid deception on all hands, and meet 
the issues with firmness and integrity of pur- 
pose. The proposed amendment of the con- 
stitution of the United States demands our 
serious attention. It involves principle as wci! 
as policy, and neither the one nor the other 
ought to be lost sight of. 

The proposed amendment is in these words : 
AltTlCI.E XIII. 

Seo. 1. Neither slavery norinvolunlary servitude, 
except as a punishment for crime, whereof the party 
snail have b -en duty convicted, shall exist within 
tiicl nited States, or any place subject to their ju- 
risdiction. 

Seo. 2. Congress shall have power to enforce this 
article b> appropriate legislation. 

The 5th article of the Constitution provides 
" that Congress, whenever two-thirds of both 
houses shall deem it necessary, shall propose 
amendments to the Constitution, or, on the 
application of the Legislatures of two thirds 
of the several States, shall call a convention 
for proposing amendments, which, in cither 
Case, shall l>e valid lo all intent* and purposes 
as part of this Constitution, when ratified by 
the Legislatures of three-fotirlhs of the sev- 
eral Slates, or by conventions in three-fourths 
thereof, as the one or the other mode may be 
proposed by the Congress." 

Tho fraiuers of the Constitution, by the 
foregoing article, intended to provide a peace- 
able mode of changing the imtrument to suit 
the exigencies and wants of the nation, and 
thus remove all necessity for revolutions by 
force of RrmS. The history of mankind shows 
that the laws, both organic and municipal, 
undergo changes to suit the wants of society. 
Changes must and will take place to suit the 
shifting Wants, real or imaginary, of the peo- 
p'e. In constitutional republics the difficulty 
has ever been to maintain the constitution UU- 
d 'i- the pressure of war, and the almost ccr- 



I presume that few, if any, can be found bold 
I enough to contend for the proposition that 
the two rejected articles are yet open for ! 
State action. Why may not the States still 
act upon these rejected articles ? Congress 
has not withdrawn them ; they yet stand 
upon the records of Congress as propositions 
to the States. Time is not of the essence of) 
the question, for there is no time fixed in the 
Constitution within which tho States shall 
act. Then. I ask again, what is the reason ; 
that the States may not now adopt these two 
rejected, articles ? I answer, because they; 
were rejected by the States. This is the 
reason, and the only reason. Does it not fol- ' 
low conclusively, if I am correct in my rea- ' 
soiling, that the next Legislature of this State , 
has no authority to act upon the proposition 
of amendment now under consideration ? It j 
seems to me to lye conclusive of the question, j 
But the friends of the proposed amendment 
have thrust the question upon the people of 
this State again, claiming that it is j et an open 
question, and will demand a ratification by 
the next Legislature, and if again defeated, 
there is no reason, according to their theory, 
why they may not keep it as a standing sub- 
ject of agitation any number of years to come. 
This is against botii the letter and spirit of 
the Constitution, and violative of the former 
practice and precedents of the government. 
It is factious, if not revolutionary. 

I olyject to the proposed amendment upon 
the further ground, that it, in effect, abolishes 
an important provision of the Constitution, j 
which declares that private property shall not 
be taken for public use without just compen- j 
sation. I will admit, for the sake of the ar- i 
oument, that slavery is a disturbing element 
in the government, and that the public good 
requires that it should lie removed; and I fur- j 
ther admit, that when any species of property 
stands in the way of the general peace and , 
prosperity of tho nation, the owner ought to 
be willing to yield it up. The Constitution, ' 
it may be said, provides for ju*t such a state ] 
of case, and prescrilies the manner in which 
it may 1* done. The power of the govern- 
ment to take private property is recognized by 
the Constitution, hut that power can only be

to rob the remaining fourth of millions of dol 
lars in property, to set their institutions at 
defiance, and throw society into confusion. Is 
it possible that men are so blinded as not to 
see the great injustice*, or seeing, that they 
have ceased to feel any obligation to award 
to a sister State what common honesty de- 
mands ? I remember when Kentucky, under 
the leadership of her great orator, Clay, stood 
by the New Knglaud States, and supported a 
protective tariff against her own interests, 
justforthepurpo.se of sustaining the manu- 
facturing interests of New England against 
foreign competition. Now New England re- 
quites her generous support by turning upon 
her in a solid body and aiding in the passage 
of laws 'in Congress, and in the elfort to 
amend the Constitution, by which she is sud- 
denly deprived of upwards of one hundred and 
twenty millions of dollars of property, ami her 
whole labor system thrown into confusion. 
Kentucky has never adopted a selfish policy. 
Her statesmen have been eminently national, 
and she does not deserve the illiberal treat- 
ment she is now receiving from other sections 
of the Union. 

I admit that slavery in this State is de- 
stroyed. The institution has been so demoral- 
ized as to have become worthless, and it is the 
duty as well as the interest of the peoole of 
the Slate to make provision for the condition 
of things as best they can. So far as I am 
concerned, I never had any attachment for the 
institution. I was for gradual emancipat'on 
in this State more than twenty years ago, not 
upon the ground that 1 believe slavery a moral 
evil, but upon grounds of political economy. 
The old anti-slavery party of, Kentucky ad- 
vocated the policy of gradual emancipation. 
They were for abolishing it by State action, 
not by force. They were opposed to any in- 
terference by any of the States, or by the 
general government. They were law-ail id ing 
men, and proposed none but constitutional 
measures for freeing the Statt of slavery. 
No State in tho Union has abolished slavery 
exercised in the manner and mode prescribed ' upon merely moral or religious considerations.

anil linully to settle down in permanent and 
Used 8 .•spuiisni of some form or other, 
whenever the pjople cut loose from their con- 
stitution of government. Frequent and un- 
it dyiscd changes in the system of govetninant^ 
such as are made upon the demand of parti- 
sans, fanatical and excited, who may perhaps 
have but temporary sway over the public 
mind, are not only calculated to destroy the 
stability of government, but to detract from 
it much of the reverence and respect which 
the geople ought to entertain for it. Changes 
which tho necessities of society actually de- 
mand, will in the end be accomplished, and 
no reformer neetl tkppaii because Inc. peooleare 
slow in adopting amendments £a their con- 
stitution. The maxim " malic haste to be 
slow," is a sale one, and hold* especially cor- 
rect in reference to radical .cnaiiges in the gov- 
ernment of any people. / 

It was upon this principle that a concur- 
rence of two-thirds of lioth houses of Con- 
gress was required even to submit a proposi- 
tion to amend the constitution, and, as a fur- 
ther safeguard, the concurrence of three-fourths 
of the Legislatures of the respective States is 
made necessary to the adoption of such pro- 
posed amendment. Thu.i showing that the 
reamers of the Constitution did not intend 
that there should be hasty and inconsiderate 
action. Lot us consider fur a moment the 
circumstances under which the pro|tosed 
am indmcnt has been submitted to the States. 
It lias Ik-cii done in the midst of one of the 
most stupendous civil wars that has ever oc- 
curred, al a tinu when eleven of the States 
were unrepresented in Congress, and were in 
open rebellion against the jurisdiction of the 
United States : when large armies were in 
the field ; amidst battle and carnage such as 
has seldom occurred in the history of inau- 
kind ; at a time when tho public mind was 
most intensely excited and agitated ; when 
the right of suffrage, if not suspended, was 
baliied by armed force at the [Mills ; when 
freedom of the press, freedom of speech, and 
free discussion were denied to the people ; at 
a time when the writ of haiicns corpus was 
suspended, and when the elective franchise was 
exercised at the peril of a man's liberty and 
property. These are sonic of the circumstan- 
ces attending this elfort to change the organic 
law of the land. Will any candid man say 
that so important a measure ought to be urged 
upon the consideration of the people under 
such circumstances ? Is it not, in effect, an 
attempt to amend the Constitution by force, 
and not by the will of the people freely ex- 
pressed ? I admit that the form of law has 
been observed in tho submission to the States 
of the proposed amendment, but what docs 
mere form amount to when freedom of dis- 
cussion is denied, and the voter is deterred 
from the polls by threats, and every sort of 
embarrassment thrown in the way of the ex- 
ercise of the elective franchise. If there were 
no other reasons, I contend that no amend- 
ment to the Constitution ought to be attempt- 
ed under the circumstances above suggested. 

Hut, in addition to this, the proposed amend- 
ment was submitted by two-thirds of a quo- 
rum of the two houses of Congress, not by 
two-thirds of both houses, as the Constitution 
in express terms requires. I shall not now 
attempt to discuss this feature of the subject, 
but will pass to objections more apparent and 
freer from doubt. 

I contend that, so far as this State is con- 
cerned, the rejection of the proposed amend- 
ment by the last Legislature is a finality, 
and that the next Legislature has no power 
to act upon it. The pro[K)sition has been 
formally and constitutionally rejected by 
Kentucky, and no future Legislature has any 
power over the subject in its present form. 
Congress, perhaps, has the right again to sub- 
mit the proposition ; but until that is done, no 
further action can be taken upon it by this 
State. At the first session of the first Con- 
gress that assembled after the adoption of the 
Constitution, the Congress submitted to the 
States twelve articles of amendment to the 
Constitution, of which but ten were ratitied 
by the States. Will any candid man contend 
that the States yet have the authority, with- 
out I he intervention of Congress, to adopt the 
two articles which thev had refused to ratify? 



prnpejrfy was not lost or impaired when the 
c dosses became independent States, and when 
they afterwards formed the present Constitu- 
tion, they made express provision in that in- 
strument for the protection of their right in 
slaves by requiring Congress to pass laws 
compelling the respective States to surrender 
up fugitives from lalior. So far from deriving 
title through the Constitution; they made the 
Constitution contribute to their protection in 
the enjoyment of their property in slaves. 
He, therefore, w ho denies that slaves are prop- 
erty, and that the owner is to all intents and 
purposes as much entitled to the protection 
ol the government a-* ibe cwr.er <'i run' other 
species of property, is a knave or a fool. 

As before stated, I admit, for the sake of 
the argument, that the government has just 
tin- same right to take a slave for public use 
by making just compensation, as it has to 
take a horse or a mule ; but it has no right to 
take either without making just compensa- 
tion. • 

Regarding slaves as propcrtj*, and re- 
cognizing the rignt of the government to take 
property for public use by making just com- 
pensation, it would seem to follow that hav- 
ing taken possession of slaves under the con- 
stitutional right aforesaid, the government 
had t9t power to place them under arms and 
employ them in the suppression of the rebel- 
lion. The power to do so is one thing ; 
the policy is another. Honapartc, when he 
invaded Russia, was advised to proclaim the 
freedom of the White slave of that country, 
the ser f , and turn him loose on his master 
with arms in his hands ; but he positively re- 
fused to do so, upon the ground that he would 
be condemned hy the civilized world. Re 
was not willing to risk his reputation upon 
such a measure, and suffered defeat and the 
destruction of nearly his entire army. Cata- 
line, conspirator as he was, refused to turn 
loose the white slaves of Rome upon the in- 
habitants, although urged by his co-conspira- 
tors to do so. Without entering into a criti- 
cism upon the policy or propriety of the Fed- 
eral Government in placing arms in the hands 
of slaves to make war upon the South, I 
state it as my opinion that the right to do so 
seems to l>e sustained by constitutional au- 
thority. But I contend that the government 
had no right to take a single slave from the 
people of Kentucky, for the army, or for any 
other purpose, without making just compen- 
sation. Now, it is proposed bv an amend- 
ment of the Constitution (of course for 
the public good) to abolish slavery in 
all the States at once, without any compen- 
sation to their owners, and that, too, di- 
rectly in the face of the latter clause of the 
5th article of tho Constitution, which declares, 
" nor shall private property be taken for pub- 
lic use without just compensation." Nothing 
can lye more unjust, and in my judgment it will 
lye setting a precedent which, some day, will 
become exceedingly troublesome to the own- 
ers of another species of property, called Gov- 
ernment Bonds. The non-bondholders, who 
unquestionably now and ever will constitute 
a very great majority of the voters of this 
country, may work themselves up to 
the " fanatical " idea that, inasmuch as 
bonds, iiiterett-beaiiiig, tax-demanding, gov- 
ernment bonds, are a .peculiar species of 
property, and have became a " disturbing cle- 
ment in the government," they too must 
go overboard for the public good. If such a 
fanaticism should take hold of the public mind, 
the precedent which you arc about to set in 
this constitutional amendment comes nicely 
in play, and an appeal to plighted faith, jus- 
tice, and constitutional guarantees, may be as 
unavailing as they are now in the mouths of 
the slaveholders. Bad precedents are always 
troublesome, and very often conic home to 
their authors at an unexpected and a very in- 
convenient time. Like foul birds, they come 
home to roost. It cannot be denied that the 
effect of the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment is to take from the citizens of Kentucky, 
as is alleged, for the public good, their proper- 
ty against their consent, in violation of the 
constitution and laws of the land, and with- 
out com|>ensiition. What greater injustice can 
be done to her people ? And what is more. 



Such considerations may have entered into the 
question as elements, but never were controll- 
ing elements. Considerations of a pecuniary 
character have been, with other States, the 
controlling indifcement. The labor of the 
African slave in the North was found to be un- 
profitable, and for that reason the northern 
master sold his slave to parties further south, 
and free white labor was substituted. Slavery 
in the northern States was not surrendered 
for the public good, nor lor the purpose of 
making the institutions of the country homo- 
geneous. The North lost nothing by its alyol- 
ishment. The New England ship-owners 
made fortunes by the importation of the black 
man from the shores of Africa, and selling 
him into slavery in this country. They had 
no religious or conscientious scruples in regard 
to the sale of the negro into slavery so long as 
there was any money to be made by the traf- 
fic. It was all right to capture the barliarian 
on his native soil and transport him lo Boston 
and other places and expose him to sale in 
market overt, until the slave trade was abol- 
ished by a provision of the Constitution, which 
took effect in 1808. But now that there is no 
more money to be made out of it by the peo- 
ple of New England, slavery has become a 
great crime. 

I am told, however, that inasmuch as sla- 
very is worthless to the people of Kentucky, 
why not relieve the State at once of the nui- 
sance by the adoption of the constitutional 
amendment ? I answer, that we have no as- 
surance that such will lie the effect of the 
adoption of tho amendment : on the contrary, 
it seems to me that, with the relinquishment 
upon the part of the State of all power over 
the freedman, as is evidently contemplated by 
the second clause of the amendment, the nui- 
sance will become more intolerable. We will 
not only have to contend with the resident 
freed negro, but the number will be greatly 
augmented by emigration from the other States 
and from Canada. The negro will not go 
North w hen left free to choose his own domi- 
cil, nor will he seek the extreme South. The 
soil and climate of Kentucky are especially 
inviting to him ; and, if I am not greatly mis- 
taken, they will congregate here in large num- 
bers from all parts ol the Union. This will 
prevent the emigration of white persons to 
the State, and wo will have reaped none of 
the advantages of the abolishment of slavery. 
I have no faith in the declaration of the friends 
of emancipation, that freedom will make the 
negro a better laborer, or improve his condi- 
tion morally, intellectually, or physically. I 
believe it will have the opposite effect In 
the West Indies, both English and French, 
the experiment has proven to be a failure. 
The planters upon these islands have never 
been able to cultivate their lands by the lalair 
of the free negro. They have been forced to 
import laborers from 



receding into a savage state." Such is the 
testimony of abolition England after an ex- 
periment of more than thirty years. What 
has been Stated in reference to the negro in 
Jamaica, is true of hiui in all the other West 
India Islands, in the South American States, 
in his native land, and everywhere. 

His wdiole history, from Noah to the present 
day, has shown that he will only lalior under 
compulsion, and that, whether in his native 
land upon the continent of Africa, or in any 
other country, in all climates, in all soils, 
whether found in connection with other races 
or alone, he has never shown himself capable 
of self-government, or of attaining to any re- 
spectable degree of civilization. 

With his history thus before us, a history 
which even fanaticism cannot deny, we are 
asked to ratify the proposed constitutional 
amendment with the second clause, 
which evry candid man is bound to 
admit, is intended by its friends to 
enable Congress to place the negro 
upon an equality with the white man, and by 
this means to open up a subject of unending 
agitation in the national councils, and to fur- 
nish food to keep alive the fanaticism which 
has already nearly ruined the country. Let 
slavery lie abolished, let it be wiped out, but 
let each State cling to its powers over the bal- 
lot-box. If the New England States want a 
joint administration of their State governments 
by the negro and the white man, let them 
have it. I am perfectly willing that they may 
deify the negro to their heart's content. Ail 
I ask is, that Kentucky and other States may 
lie permitted to manage the subject according 
to their own views of propriety. 

I. for one, declare my unwillingness under 
any circumstances to surrender to Congress 
the constitutional rights of the State over tho 
subject. The rights of the Status may be 
forcibly invaded and wrested from them.as has 
licen done, and the liberties of the people may 
be overthrown, as has been done to a great 
extent ; this I cannot help ; but I will not un- 
der any circumstances, consent voluntarily, or 
as mere matter of expediency, to surrender 
to the central government any more or great- 
er powers than it already has under the Con- 
stitution of the United States. Already tiie 
States have been treated as if they were meio 
civil divisions of One great consolidated govern- 
ment. They have been stripped of nearly every 
vestige of their heretofore acknowledged sov- 
ereignty, and held as vassals of the Federal 
Government. The tendency is to centralize 
power in the general government. This I am 
opposed to. 1 am for placing the seal of con- 
demnation upon all usurpations of the rights 
of the States and of the people, so that they 
shall not pass into history as precedents. I 
believe with Jackson, when he declared in his 
farewell address, " The legitimate authority 
of tho government is abundantly sufficient for 
all the purposes for which it was created ; 
and.its powers being expressly enumerated, 
there can be no justification for claiming any- 
thing beyond them. Every itttcnipt to exercise 
power beyond these limits should lie promptly 
and firmly opposed, for one evil example will 
lead to other measures still more mischievous; 
and if tho principle of constructive powers, 
or supposed advantages, or temporary circum- 
stances, shall ever be permitted to justify the 
assumption of a [tower not given by the Con- 
stitution, the general government will, before 
long, absorb all the |x>wers of legislation, and 
you will have, in effect, but onft consolidated 
government." i 

Jefferson said that "A prcvalcrfce of the doc- 
trine of consolidation will one day call for refor- 
mation or revolution. * * * I see with the 
deepest affliction the rapid strides with- which 
the Federal branch of our government is ad- 
vancing towards usurpation of all the rights 
reserved to the States, and the consolidation 
in itself of all power, foreign and domes- 
tic, and that, too, by constructions which, if 
legitimate, leave no limits to their power." 

I am not willing to ally myself with a par- 
ty of whom Clay said, " With abolitionists the 
rights of property are nothing. The deficien- 
cy of the powers of the general government 
is nothing; the acknowledged and incontesti- 
blc powers of the States are nothing ; a dis- 
solution of the Union, and the overthrow of a 
government in which are concentrated the 
hopes of the civilised world, are nothing. A 
single idea has taken possession of their minds, 
and onward they pursue it, overleaping all 
barriers, reckless and regardless of all conse- 
quences-" 

In conclusion, I am not willing that the 
white people of this nation shall lose thoir own 
liberties in the effort to secure freedom to the 
negro. 
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work them under a system of apprenticeship, 
more objectionable, in sonic of its features, 
than the old system of slavery. The freed 
negro refused to work, and they and their de- 
scendants to this day are a race of vicious 
vagal Kinds. 

In the year 18.13, England abolished slavery 
in all her colonies, and since that time the ne- 
groes have enjoyed all Jjie privileges and im- 
munities of their white fellow subjects. They 
were made equal before the law. In Jama- 
ica they constitute by far the larger portion 
of the inhabitants. They are eligible to of- 
fice, both civil and judicial. They sit on the 
bench of justice, and in the Governor's council. 
They have all the rights accorded by the 
government to the white man. Notwith- 
standing the negroes of Jamaica have enjoyed 
the boon of freedom for upwards of thirty 
years, notwithstanding they have been, during 
the whole time, the especial wards of the abo- 
lition fanatics of England, notwithstanding 
they have been furnished with teachers and 
books; and schools organized ainmc them, 
to which they and their children had access 
without money and without price, yet it has 
been found that they will neither learn nor 
work. In the Encyclopedia Iiritanica, a work, 
as every scholar knows, gotten up with a strict 
regard to truth, it is said of the negro race in 
Jamaica, that " hitherto its history, since 
emancipation, has been discouraging to the 
friends of liberty. The negro upon whom the 
cultivation of the island depends, has gradu- 
ally retired from labor and retrograded in the 
social scale. This does not arise from any 
hostile feeling towards the whites, 
whom he usually lives on the most amica- 
ble terms ; it is the natural result of removing 
all restraint from a people low in civilization, 
and consequently with few artificial wants 
in a country where land is so superabundant 
* * * * When his little properly does 
not require his care, he works from time to 
time for hire

Heretofore the policy of the present Chief 
Magistrate has been such as not to meet with 
determined opposition from cither the Demo- 
cratic or Republican party.

WAR WITH FRANCE. 

Much has been said and written recently 
in regard to the prospects of a war with 
France, growing out of the Mexican question. 
We do not believe there will be war between 
this country and France, nor between this 
country and England, at least for years to come. 
We do not doubt that there exists with many 
prominent army officers of the United States 
a great desire and a settled purpose to bring 
on a war with France. Gen. Grant is report- 
ed to have politically declared in New York% 
and more recently in Richmond, that it was 
the duty of this Government to remove Maxi- 
milian from Mexico. We are inclined to think 
that a majority of the officers of the army, as 
also the soldiers, are of the same opinion. 
We concede, moreover, that the proximity of 
our troops upon the Rio Grande with those 
of the French, and being spectators of the 
daily collisions between the troops of Maxi- 
milian and Juarez, and sympathizing strongly 
with the cause of the latter, are circumstan- 
ces very well calculated to bring on a collision 
between this Government and France. And 
it must be further admitted, that there are in- 
fluential men in the city of New York, and 
other places in this country, deeply interested 
in a pecuniary point of view in bringing on a 
war between the two countries, ar.d to all 
which is to be added, a deep-seated feeling 
with many people in this country in favor of 
what w known as the Monroe doctrine. 
Nevertheless, we predict that there will not, for 
some years to come, be a war between the Uni- 
ted States and Mexico, France, or England. 
The great people of this country have but 
little to do with the direction of the policy of 
this nation. The governing classes are but 
few comparatively, especially since the acces- 
sion to power of the Republican party ; and 
they arc to be found principally in New Eng- 
land. That party is controlled by a few 
prominent leading men, and having possession 
of the Government, what these men in secret 
conclave determine upon is done, even if it 
requires bayonets to accomplish it. True, 
they have not as yet set aside the forms of 
law in the matter of elections ; but they 
have not hesitated, wherever and whenever 
deemed necessary, to interpose military force 
to carry their point at the polls. The people 
think that this is their Government. These 
party leaders will graciously concede to them 
the privilege of Claiming the Government as 
theirs, just as a good-natured father will per- 
mit his minor children to claim different arti- 
cles of property or animals on his farm. The 
simple child is satislied with being permitted 
to claim, and when in the course of events 
the good parent finds it necessary to sell a 
horse or a cow thus claimed the child cries, 
perhaps, but is soon satisfied by the substitu- 
tion of some other animal, or other article of 
property, in its place. 

The time was in this country when the 
wishes of the people were scrupulously obey- 
ed by their public servants. There is no such 
tiling now as public servants. Public masters 
are many. The people are the servants. 
They belong, soul and body, to the Republican 
leaders and to the speculators who have grown 
rich by the war. These say there shall lie no 
war with France, nor with England. Mr. Sew- 
ard knows this, and he is as true in his alle- 
giance to them as the needle to tho pole. 
Besides, it is perfectly evident that Mr. Sew- 
ard has come under obligations to Napoleon 
and to the Government of England, in consid- 
eration of their abstaining from any active in- 
terference in behalf of the Confederates, which 
he cannot now conveniently throw off. 

He has managed the matter with consum- 
mate adroitness. He made the Irish believe, 
that, if they would help to put down tho rebel- 
lion the Governmcntof the United States would 
at onco espouse their quarrel with England 
The Fenians are now claiming their part of 
the bond ; but their claim is ignored, and they, 
it is said, have been sold out hook and line to 
England. We have no comments to make 
upon the justice or the moral of the quarrel 
which is brewing between the President's 
Premier and the Fenians. We watch its de- 
velopment and progress, and will keep our 
readers advised. 

We again repeat, however, that there will 
be no war with England nor with France — 
none certainly so long as the Republicans 
retain power. They have made a good thing 
out of our civil war, and a majority of them 
are willing to let well enough alone. There 
is yet a vast amount of good pickings in the 
South. The military occupation of the county 
the Freedmen's Bureau, and the nigger ques- 
tion generally, will afford ample and profitable 
employment for a large portion of the Yankee 
nation for years to come, especially if they 
can defeat President Johnson's scheme of re- 
construction. In tho meantime, Gen. Grant 
and the other belligerents will be permitted to 
go on with their war speeches, and the tele- 
graph will continue to communicate exciting 
rumors to the dear people. The disappoint- 
ment would l>e too great for tho authorities to 
say at once that there shall be no more wars. 
It would operate like a shower-bath of cold 
water ujion the thousands of our patriotic citi 
zens who stand ready to gird on the sword 
and shoulder the musket and pitch into Maxi- 
milian like a red-hot thunderbolt. 

We advise all such to lay down martial in- 
struments and "take up the shovel and the 
hoe," for there is no more work of a warlike 



character to lie done. The practical and Lhl 
inevitable issues for the consideration of the 
people at large, and in which they are more I 
immediately interested, arc hard work and 1 
taxes. 



POLITICAL PARTIES IN KENTUCKY 

The war has somewhat disturbed political 
parties in this State. We now have, giving 
to each the name of its own adoption, the 
Union, the Conservative, and the Democratic 
parties. Although some inroads have been 
made since the commencement of the war, in 
some portions of the Slate, upon the Demo- 
cratic party, yet it has, during the whole con- 
flict, amidst persecution, misrepresentation, 
aud slander, maintained its old organization, 
and is now ready to enter the arena full of 
vigor — reassured of the correctness of the 
principles upon, which it was originally estab- 
lished. We do not mean to be understood as 
asserting that all the temporary issues which 
the party has advocated during its cxistancc, 
starting, as it did, with the Government 
itself, have been correct. It would lie passing 
strange indeed, if, in the course of seventy 
odd years, in a country developing as rapidly 
as ours, with new issues and questions con- 
stantly arising, that the Democratic party 
should at all times have taken correct views 
of every question and every measure which 
have transpired during the time. Many of 
j the issues which in former times separated it 
from its old antagonist, the Whig party, were 
necessarily temporary, and have passed from 
the field of politics, perhaps forever. The 
Whig party was a national party. It was a 
noble party in its day and generation, and, 
until it was disbanded by its great leader, 
Mr. Clay, it occupied high national ground, 
! battling like a giant for its policy and princi- 
ples. It occasionally won the prize from its 
j old competitor, the Democratic party. The 
I country was always safe under its guidance, j 

Patriots and statesmen directed and controlled 
I its actions and moulded, its policy*. 

The foundations of the great Democratic ; 
I party were laid by Jefferson and Madison, 
I and those who acted with them upon solid 
I ground. The rights of the States, strict con- j 
struction of the Federal Constitution, and 
. perfect freedom of speech and of the press, 
i Constituted leading elements in its organiza- | 
tion. The old Federal party, headed by John ! 
Adams, Alexander Hamilton, and others, was 
its early adversary. They entered the field 
of politics contemporaneously, immediately 
upon the adoption of the Constitution of the ; 
United Slates. They represented entirely 
different schools of the theory of government. 
This was made manifest particularly in the ! 
convention assembled to revise the old Articles j 
of Confederation, but which resulted in the j 
adoption of our present Constitution of the • 
United States, saving the amendments sub- | 
sequently made. 

The elements of the two parties, which 
were afterwards consolidated under the re- 
spective names of Democratic and Federal, 
were clearly to be observed in that conven- ; 

tion. 

Hamilton, the acknowledged leader of the 
Federalists, was in favor of a government I 
monarchical in form and in substance ; and 
although all of his parly were not willing to 
go as far as he did, yet they were all for what 
they termed a strong Federal Goven.ment. 
Madison, Luther Martin, and others, repre- 
sented in that convention those ideas and 
principles which afterwards constituted the 
soul of the Democratic party. 

We do not now propose to enter into any- 
thing like an elaborate examination of tho 
principles of two antagonistic theories respec- 
tively represented, at this early period of our 
political history, by the two parties referred 
to. Our chief object is to show, in a few 
words, the leading principles upon which the 
Democratic party was originally founded. 
With the exception of the elder Adams, the 
Government of the United States has been 
administered by Democrats, upon the theory 
and principles of the party, from tha first 
establishment of the Government until the 
election of John Q. Adams. In the mean- 
time, the Federal party, in organized form, 
disappeared from the arena of politics. 
Since the days of John Q. Adams, except al 
short intervals, the Democratic party have 
continued to administer the Government, 
until the election of Mr. Lincoln. With 
what fidelity they have managed the affairs 
of this great nation let history speak. No 
country ever prospered ; none has ever grown 
in population, in wealth, in power and great- 
ness, as has the United States. No wars, 
except foreign wars ; no blood shed among 
our own citizens ; no bastiles to imprison po- 
litical opponents; no suppression of the free- 
dom of the press ; no suppression of the right 
of speech ; no suspension of the lialiets corpus; 
no bayoneting of the polls ; no robbing citi- 
zens of their property ; no provost marshals ; 
no military despots ; no public debts; and no 
onerous and Oppressive taxes. The Govern- 
ment was respected abroad and loved nt 
home. It protected the citizen in rights of 
property, of conscience, and of person. No 
military commissions to hang supposed cul- 
prits, but courts of justice, with doors stand- 
ing wide open, for redress of wrongs and the 
punishment of crimes, according to the due 
course of law. 

This was the condition of the country 
when the reins of Government passed into 
the hands of tho Republicans. We need 
not, in fact we could not, in a short article, as 
this is intended to bo, depict the ruin brought 
upon the country by the Republican party 
within the short period of four years. Their 
elevation to power has been the cause of all 
our woes. Everybody knows it to be tru;. 
The great question now is. shall this destruc- 
tive party be permitted to remain in power ; 
if not, then by what party organization can 
they be ousted ? We say that the Demo- 
cratic party is the only political organization 
capable of removing these Goths aud Van- 
dals from power.
